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Selectmen’s Progress Report 


Every year numerous changes take place because of the 
changing character and new requirements of our town. Some of 
the last year’s achievemenits for which the Selectmen are prima- 
rily responsible, either through authorization by the Town or by 
the responsibility of office or by direct initiation are listed in the 
order of undertaking, not in the order of importance. 


Wyanoke (or Carry) Hili This portion of Forest Road was 
improved by widening the road and eliminating ‘the blind curve 
at the top of the hill. By removing trees which extended into the 
roadway, the sun was enabled to contribute its warmth ‘toward 
the removal of snow and ice, thus reducing a danger to traffic. 


Junk Car Removal The overall clean-up of old vehicles has 
almost been brought to a conclusion with the removal of 538 junk 
cars. For the most part, junk cars are being taken now by their 
owners to a pile at the upper dump, which the Town intends to 
clean up from time to time. A small number of noncooperative 
die-hards will undoubtedly be brought to court. 


College Road The work preliminary to the reconstruction of 
College Road was carried out. This began with the required public 
hearing and then the conduct of a complete engineering survey. 
Later, conferences were held with residents on the Road to ex- 
plain the proposed layout and to receive their recommendations. 
A number of revisions were made as a result. Signatures were 
obtained from individual owners where needed for easements. 
While the foregoing was in progress, discussions were being held 
with the State Highway Department in reference to design 
standards and the problem of rebuilding the narrow bridge. This 
bridge, spanning Willey Brook, was reconstructed and widened 
at a substantial saving to the Town through the efforts of the 
Highway Agent and his crew. Work has already been done on 
the shoulders of College Road, but the major rebuilding and re- 
surfacing will start in the spring of 1969, beginning at the junc- 
tion of the Road and Route No. 28. 


Public Works Garage After much legal research and many 
departmental meetings, the new Town Garage was contracted for, 
and constructed. It is a 60’ x 120’ building of prefabricated steel 
supports with an insulated metal skin. It has a concrete floor, and 
is heated by electricity. 


Radio Station A group of area people were supported in their ~ 
application to develop a local radio station. 


Civil Defense Rescue Truck The many documents with all 
their details were followed up so as to result in the fulfilling of 
the specifications and eventual delivery of the Rescue Truck 
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authorized by Town Meeting. Many hours of work were devoted 
to this project by the Director of Civil Defense. There are still 
some minor changes to be made to meet the specifications and 
qualify for the final payment. 


Osseo Development Following a public hearing and legal con- 
sultation, the Selectmen ruled in favor of the developers of Osseo 
in their effort to gain approval to join the Town water system 
by utilizing a short stretch of private road for easement. The 
approval was given, subject to numerous safeguards and requlire- 
ments. It should be noted that the Selectmen went to great 
lengths to have this dispute settled without the time delay and 
the costs incurred by the failure to negotiate and ‘the consequent 
extended action. 


Work Order Forms For the purpose of increasing efficiency 
in an office responsible for so many details involving third 
parties, the Selectmen prepared a “Work Order Form” for use in 
general .aministration. In the instance of a complaint, for ex- 
ample, a notation is made on the subject matter. The original note 
is dispatched to the party who should take action. A duplicate 
copy is sent to the complainant. The third copy remains as a re- 
minder to the Selectmen until the case is disposed of. 


Street Lights Street lighting services were improved by the 
addition of about ten installations, the rearrangement of some 
existing lights, and the replacement of some lights with new ones 
of higher intensity. The new lights give more illumination than 
the old type, with no additional cost. 


South Main Street Sidewalk The development of a sidewalk 
from Kingswood School to the downtown area has proved to pre- 
sent a number of technical problems, which have been given 
further study during the year. Drainage, the pres rvation of 
trees, and the situation in reference to properties abviting the 
road are problems more difficult to solve than would appear. 


Roads The sealing coat was applied so as to finish Sewall 
Road between North Main Street and the Navy Yard, Additional 
work was done to improve the SLES ae and roadway of the Sewall 
Road extension to Forest Road. 


This year saw the culmination of a project that has been at 
least three years in development -- the construction of the short 
plece of roadway making it possible to enter Lakeview Terrace 
and proceed over a continuous street to Forest Road. 


Rodent and Insect Control Although the Pine Hill Dump was 
treated regularly for rats, there was disturbing evidence that 
these dangerous rodents were increasing in alarming numbers 
and straying long distances from the dump. Emergency measures 
were taken by the contracting for the services of a professional 
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exterminating firm, with excellent results. 


In order to control the growing insect problem at the dumps, 
a spraying program by a State-licensed operator was instituted, 
with good results, likewise. 


The Blister Rust Control program was carried on as it has 
been for many years. 


Ordinances A number of important ordinances were passed. 
These were drawn up to control the use of the dumps, camping, 
parking, offstreet parking, and the use of snow mobiles. 


Special Survey Because of the many problems related to 
property lines on Factory Street, an engineering survey was made 
to serve as the basis for future definition, especially in view of 
the fact that Factory Street may, at some future time, become 
an alternate to Main Street. 


Space for Red Cross Space was made available in the Town 
Office for the desk and files of the local chapter of the American 
Red Cross, as requested. 


Recommendations As a member of the New Hampshire 
Municipal Association, the Town passed on to the Association a 
number of recommendations for consideration based on locs] man- 
agement experience. One imvortant suggestion was a revised 
trocedure in reference to the Timber Tax, inasmuch the present 
system results in substantial loss of revenue to all the towns in 
the State. 


Presentation to Mr. Galvin In accordance with tradition; the 
Selectmen sought to establish the identity of the oldest living 
man in the Town, following the death of the late Mr. Sherman D. 
Parsons. Mr. Joseph L. Galvin proved to be next in line, and he 
ws vresented with the traditional gold-headed cane honoring this 
distinction. Mr. Galvin came to the Selectmen’s Office, and the 
presentation was made in a simple ceremony. 


Ambulance Service Like many other communities, Wolfeboro 
was confronted with a problem of continuing to provide am- 
bulance service (as distinguished from the services of the Civil 
Defense Rescue Unit). Ambulance service has been provided by 
Mr. Gordon Baker for many years, and every year at a substantial 
loss. As it became apparent that the service could no longer be 
provided on the basis of a growing annual loss, conferences were 
initiated to explore various avenues of renedy. The problem is 
now more acute than ever before because of new federal stand- 
ards applicable to this type of service. There are various reasons 
why the assumption of the work by the Hospital or one of the 
municipal departments would pose new difficulties. The best sol- 
ution for the next few years, at least, seemed to lie in providing 
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an economic foundation to the present system and giving it con- 
tinuity. With this in mind, and the fact that it is an area responsi- 
biity, steps were taken to place appropriate items on the War- 
rants of Wolfeboro, Alton, and Tufitonboro, to support the ser- 
vice and distribute its cost. 


Assessing A very complex and difficult task fell upon the 
Assessors (who are tue Selectmen) this year resulting principally 
from the State Tax Commission’s directive that land and build- 
ings must be separated on the tax listing of the Town. The diffi- 
culties encountered arose for several reasons. First, the Town has 
vo tax map defining property lines. Secondly, those who file ‘their 
annual inventory as required by law, seldom present adequate 
information to describe or define ‘their holdings. Thirdly, in ad- 
dition to the massive work required to revise the listings, the 
ordinary inspection of new improvements had to be made and 
everywhere the rise in market values became evident. Whereas 
the preceeding year produced about $110,000. in new assessed 
value, this latest appzaisal, which amounted practically to a Town 
reassessment, resulted in over $1,700,000. of new assessed value. 


As might be expected, a larger number of assessments than 
usual were challenged, but the number appears to be far less than 
in those communities where either the State agency or a private 
firm have undertaken the same project. Without a substantial 
industrial base to furnish revenue, the forecast for local taxes 
cannot be seen as anything except a constant rise. The two other 
Selectmen acknowledge with graditude, the many hours spent 
by their colleague, Selectman Noyes V. Moore, for his faithful 
work in voluntarily researching the records at the Register of 
Deeds Office for hundreds of facts necessary to clarify details of 
land ownership for the job of assessing. 


Utility Procedu es As a result of several cases, an agreement 
was reached with the Electric and the Water and Sewer Depart- 
ments that utility services will not be made available to a build- 
ing site until a building permit has been issued. 


Waterfront Subdivision A special problem was created by the 
proposal, on the part of a resident on the Lake Wentworth Shore, 
to shape a new subdivision partly by filling low land and provid- 
ing an access to some of the new area by dredging a channel 
thereto. Other approvals having been secured in the face of much 
opposition to the project, the matter ultimately fell into the laps 
of the Selectmen through the discovery of an old record of the 
State bequeathing this authority to them. A decision in favor of 
proceeding with the project was rendered. 


Channel Dredging After study of the situation, the Select- 
men sought aid from the State in improving and widening the 
busy channel connecting Lake Wentworth and Crescent Lake. 
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Through the work of Mr. William Hancock, Supervisor of Naviga- 
tion for the State, a contract was let for this program. Working 
both directions from the Whitten Neck Bridge, the dangerous 
rocks were pushed back to the south shore by bulldozer all the 
way from the channel entrance to the landing at Edwards Resort. 


Disease Tree Program During this year, many diseased trees 
have been removed and the number of requests for removal has 
outstripped the available money. To the backlog already ear- 
marked, 21 more elm trees have been condemned. New plantings 
have been made which partly offset these losses. 


Gifts A number of important gifts have been made to the 
Town and processed by the Selectmen. These included contribu- 
tions to the New Park by Mrs. Ruth Bartsch in the amount of 
3200.00 for a hand railing, and $100.00 from Mr. Robert Steven- 
son. A gift of $100,00 to tthe Libby Museum by the campers of 
Camp Kehonka, $10.00 from Mr. Philip Crystal for painting a 
crosswalk at the Museum, and the complete refinishing of the 
floors at the Museum by Mrs. Madeline Hitchcock, and $125.00 
from Mr. and Mrs. Richard Kilburn for the purchase of more ex- 
hibit material. 


Health A large number of complaints were filed and inspec- 
tions made, followed by appropriate action in connection with 
pollution violations of several types, ~articularly in regard to pri- 
vate dumping and malfunctioning disposal systems. It is likely 
that some court cases may be anticipated in these areas in the 
future. 


Legal Expenses Each year our legal expenses increase largely 
due to the complexity of everyday living. Too, the Selectmen pre- 
fer to seek advise of counsel as a preventive measure rather than 
waiting for embroilment in some matters. 


Aid to Education A number of students were given assistance 
in their plans to further their education through the earnings of 
the Josiah Brown Fund. 


Liaison The Selectmen have made every effort to keep up 
with the demands of public and private agencies, and individuals 
who have sought clarification, cooperation, or assistance in joint 
problems. The number of meetings and general correspondence 
have increased, in addition to new forms, questionaires, and per- 
sonal inquiries.

BUDGET COMMITTEE’S REPORT 


The Budget Committee has reviewed the various appropria- 
tions presented by the Commissions, Selectmen, and other Town 
Agencies. Total Expenditures are $488,400.78, not including the 
Water and Sewer Dept. and the Municipal Electric Dept. Antici- 
pated revenue other than taxes reduces this figure to $236,420.28, 
which is $86,480.93 less than the amount approved by the 1968 
Town Meeting. 


The several areas in the Budget where there are significant 
variations from last year include the following:

Cost of living increase for all Town Employees became effec- 
tive Jan. 1, 1969. All employees which come under the Town Em- 
ployment Policy received a 4.6% increase.

The Water and Sewer Dept. has proposed a survey of 
the Sewer system. The Committee recommended the expenditure 
of $20,000, to be raised by serial notes. A survey of ‘the water 
system, costing $30,000 was not approved as there was a previous 
survey which has not been fully developed or utilized. The third 
Article was proposed to clarify the pricing policy of the operating 
committee of the Public Works Garage. 


The Committee was gratified to receive the Welfare Budget 
for 1969. Not only has Overseer Moore lowered the proposed 
budget for 1969 by $2500, but also returned to the town $4668.83 
of 1968 appropriations. A taxing and time consuming job well 
done. 


The Chairman wishes to thank Mr. Vernon Johnson for an 
excellent compilation of the Budget Committee minutes, and to 
Mr. C. K. Nielsen, who on short notice filled in the position creat- 
ed by the resignation of Mr. John McDermott.

TAX COLLECTOR’S REPORT 


This year has seen many changes in assessments to property 
owners. This was due mainly to the State requirement that land 
and buildings be assessed separately, and many had to be re- 
assessed 'to bring them in line with other properties. This job was 
not completed until the end of November and tax bills were not 
in the mail until November 30th. The discount rate was extended 
to December 31st. The tax rate, however, was held at the same 
rate as last year. It is hoped that the 1969 tax bills can be mailed 
much earlier. 


All fishing, hunting or operator’s licenses and motor vehicle 
registrations may not be legally obtained unless POLL and 
HEAD TAXES for the preceding year have been paid or lawfully 
abated. There are a number of these taxes still unpaid, and as 
they are demand taxes, they should be paid when the bill is pre- 
sented. . 


I attended the Tax Collector’s convention at the Hanover Inn 
in September. These meetings are informative and helpful as 
many collectors have the same problems. It is also a pleasure to 
meet with the State Tax Commission in the workshops and 
socially. 


I wish to thank you for the opportunity of serving as your 
tax collector this year and hope that I may continue to serve you.

REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER 


Town of Wolfeboro, N. H. 1968 


This year was healthy until late autumn and early winter 
when numerous cases of viral respiratory diseases occurred and 
some of these had the charactersitics of the Hong Kong variety 
of influenza. A number of cases were quite serious from the 
standpoint of morbidity and the complication of pneumonia. 


The Health Officer investigated several abandoned or un- 
occupied buildings relative to these areas being a health hazard 
and a nuisance as interpreted by the Health and Sanitation Laws 
of the State of New Hampshire. Written reports were submit- 
ted to the Selectmen. 


The Town of Wolfeboro has been fortunate in having the part- 
time services of Mrs. Dorothea Hickey, R. N., as the local public 
health nurse in the past. Mrs. Hickey resigned this year and 
the local Public Health Nursing Association obtained the services 
of Mrs. Virginia Dolan, R. N., as a full time nurse. Mrs. Dolan 
is doing an excellent job in increasing the number of cases cared 
for by her and in expanding her services to take in surrounding 
areas. 


The Trustees of Huggins Hospital, through the formation 
of a Special Planning Committee, are in the process of formu- 
lating iong range plans to centralize all the various health and 
related units in this area into the Huggins Hospital complex.

REPORT OF HIGHWAY AGENT 
1968 


TOWN ROAD CONSTRUCTION 


Sewall Road has been completed from North Main St., to the 
Navy Yard with 3” of place mix. From Tyler’s to the Sewall Road 
Extension has been widened with 12” to 16” of bank run gravel 
and topped with 3” to 4” of crushed gravel to Forest Rd., and is 
ready for tar in the spring. Dockside has 2” to 4” of hot top all 
around the building. The overhang was raised and leveled and 
new cement bases were put in for the post. 

The platform at the Smith River Dam was replanked and 
all working parts painted. Underground drainage was, installed 
on High St., and the road resurfaced with hot 'top. Webster Rd. 
and Lakeview Terrace have been joined together. Webster Rd. 
is ready for tar in the spring. On Wyanoke Hill trees were cut, 
road widened, shoulders rebuilt and the turn cut back. A new 
ramp was built at Mast Landing. Trotting Track Rd. was wid- 
ened part way and trees were cut. We have moved to date 538 
junk cars and cleaned Baker’s Field. Trotting Track Rd., parts 
of Pleasant Valley Rd., Mill St., Varney Rd., Bay St. and Pine St. 
have been tarred and ia place mix on Crescent Lake Ave. 500 
tons of cold patch have been mixed and put on the town roads 
besides 140 tons of hot top. 


Back Bay is almost filled in with 600 yds. of loam put on a 
large section, which is ready for grass seed in the spring. 


Crushed gravel was put on and tarred around the Public 
Works Garage, half of the old building has been removed and a 
good part of the ledge blown and removed. 


College Rd. Bridge has been widened and rebuilt, trees re- 
moved, brush burned and some banks cut back. 

I believe the town should have a long range plan to rebuild 
its roads and streets. All of the old roads and streets have been 
patched from 40 to 50 years and are all worn out. It is like 
patching an old pair of pants by putting a patch over the old one. 
Some amount should be set aside each year to rebuild. 

As the town has a 1958 truck and a 1961 pickup, I think they 
should be replaced. The allowance on the 1958 truck is $600 
less than last year. If we keep it another year it will be $1000 
less — a loss of $1600 in two years. 


At this time I want to thank all the town departments, and 
the Selectmen and residents for all their criticisms, help and 
cooperation.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
WATER DEPARTMENT — 1968 


The main line meter reading for 1968 was 147,407,000 gal- 
lons. Total water used since August 1, 1963 is 1,018,186,000 gal- 
lons. Monthly average of water used from August 1, 1963 to De- 
cember 31, 1968 was 15,664,400 gallons. In 1968 the monthly aver- 
age of water used was 12,283,917 gallons. The monthly average of 
water used from August 1, 1963 to August 1, 1964 was 21,217,750 
gallons. 


The drop in water used from 1963 to 1968 is partly due to 
installation of water meters and partly to doing away with the 
overflow at the standpipe on North Main Street by installing an 
altitude valve to control water flow into that standpipe which 
keeps the water below overflow point. 


The meter installation program is still incomplete at this 
time. This is largely because people have not replaced old galvan- 
ized lines or provided the Department with access to these lines 
so that a meter could be installed. The Department will furnish 
and install a water meter at no charge to the customer, with the 
exception of people who have the problems stated above. The ex- 
pense of changing pipes or digging and constructing pits for 
water meters belongs to the customer. The Department classifies 
this as private work and it should be done by a plumber and/or 
contractor as the case may be. The meter and fittings required to 
install it will be furnished at no charge after the Department has 
been notified the pipes are accessible. It is the desire of this De- 
partment to have all meters installed in 1969, therefore we ask the 
cooperation of all people who do not. have meters. 


Beech Pond held up very well this past year. Our main prob- 
lem is still transmission from the Pond plus distribution to our 
high points. The extended hose regulation has worked out well 
now that people are a little more water conscious due to water 
meters and the past drought.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 
SEWER DEPARTMENT — 1968 


The State has notified this Department that steps must be 
taken to improve the system by 1973 to insure the proper pro- 
tection of our lakes and streams. At present, sewage is heavily 
chlorinated, and by present standards, safe to discharge into the 
lake. Future plans call for a system which will give a longer hold- 
ing period before run off, so that more sludge can be settled out 
and give it a better appearance, and insure a greater safety con- 
trol margin. 


Drains are still a problem; an added burden we don’t need. 
Also people should use more caution as to what they flush down 
their toilets. The new wet strength towels, and some ‘types of 
colored toilet paper will not disintegrate fast enough and are a 
source of trouble to their own plumbing as well as to the Depart- 
ment. Grease and oils of any kind should not be dumped down 
drains or into any connection thet will permit it to get into the 
sewer system.

For the second year, a short report on the crime index trends 
as compiled by The Federal Bureau of Investigation. These fig- 
ures show an increase in crime for the period of January to Sept- 
ember 1968 and a comparison with the same months of 1967.

Bank robberies increased in 1968 by 3%. Chain store rob- 
beries increased by 20%. Service Station robberies increased by 
31%. Robberies on the street increased by 37%. Shop lifting in- 
creased by 12%. Night robberies in residences increased by 19% 
while day robberies in the same category increased by 24%. The 
total average increase in the northeastern states of all crimes in 
1967 was 18%. The total for the same period was +25%. If you 
will add the increases in the last two years together, you will 
come up with a staggering average increase of +43%. This is in- 
teed a frightening picture to law enforcement agencies across the 
land and is it any wonder that we view it with alarm? 


The two questions most often asked are as follows: Why do 
we call the police department and get the fire department? If you 
are Chief of Police of Wolfeboro and have a full time department, 
why are other law enforcement agencies also investigating crime 
in town? I shall endeavor to answer these questions. 


Firstly, we do not have an adequate budget to man the police 
station twenty four hours a day. This would require four men per 
week to staff the police station for the twenty one tricks which 
would be necessary. Our department consists of six men and we 
have three cruiser patrols each day, alone, plus a night dispatcher 
from 10 P. M. to 6 A. M. seven nights a week. 


Secondly, with a six man department in mind, please refer to 
the activities as listed for the year found elsewhere in this report 
and you will find that with our six man department it was neces- 
sary, on many occasions to call on county and state departments 
for assistance, and we have never asked for this assistance with- 
out these agencies responding. The responsibility for law enforce- 
ment, for the most part, still rests with this department and that 
is as it should be. | 


Wolfeboro is unique in that although the town is listed as 
having a population of 3,000 because of the great influx of 
visitors, both summer and winter, many for special events which 
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we enjoy because of the efforts of several associations in Wolfe- 
boro, plus about fifteen hundred school children for a period of 
thirty eight weeks during the fall, winter and spring months, the 
population is multiplied several times, and the responsibility of 
the local department is much greater than is generally the rule in 
towns of the same size. Now let’s look at a few towns and small 
cities in New Hampshire, keeping in mind their population, which 
is static for the most part and compare them with Wolfeboro. 
These figures are taken from a report which was for the year 
1968 and was compiled from a survey which was conducted by 
Chief Earl Sweeney of Belmont, N. H. Derry, Pop. 12,100 - budget 
$87,673.00-12 men. Lebanon, Pop. 10,000-budget $131,787.17 - 17 
men. Somersworth, Pop. 9,000-budget $99,910.-14 men. Roches- 
ter, Pop. 17,500-budget $164,944 - 21 men. Claremont, Pop. 15,000- 
budget $147,782-17 men. WOLFEBORO, Pop. 3,000-budget 
$51,896.35 -6 men. Is it any wonder that we have to depend on 
the fire department for dispatching and that we have to call in 
outside agencies for assistance? 


The increase in miles traveled by the two cruisers should be 
noted. This is due to the inception of another shift being added 
to cruiser patrol which gives added coverage during the early 
morning hours when it is so badly needed. The value of this 
coverage is reflected in the number of nighttime crimes reported 
as compared with towns which border on Wolfeboro and vicinity. 


In the area of schooling it should be noted that the State 
Police Training School which was held in Wolfeboro at the be- 
ginning of 1968 graduated 42 graduates. The graduation was held 
at Kingswood High School, through the kindness of school offic- 
ials and after the graduation a buffet lunch was enjoyed by all 
the graduates and their families as well as several guests which 
were invited. This school was a success for all who attended. 
Schooling should also include a firearms program which is under 
the direction of Lieutenant Stevens of this department. It is plan- 
ned to continue this program and we hope to attract the attention 
of other agencies so that they might join us. It also includes 
special classes held in various parts of the state and also several 
seminars held at St. Anselm’s college in Manchester, the topics be- 
ing bank robbery, drugs and related problems. These classes were 
attended by various members of this department. 


It should be noted that another facet of police work which 
generally escapes the public is that of checking doors and win- 
dows. This is a major task for one man at night and an average 
of four and one half hours each night is spent in checking busi- 
ness establishments for doors or windows which have not been 
secured before closing for the night. When a door is found to be 
unlocked, the proprietor is called and the officer must wait until 
he gets there and locks the place after inspecting it. This takes a 
great deal of time and this time could be spent in other ways such 
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as road patrol. It should be noted that two hundred and fifty doors 
or windows were found unlocked by the night man last year and 
it is hoped that everyone will cooperate in making this number 
much less in 1969. We also have at this time nearly thirty homes 
which we periodically check while the occupants are away for the 
winter or for short vacations. It is hoped that anyone being away 
for a period will notify this department so that we might keep a 
check on the home. This is a part of our work and there is no 
charge for the service. 


The department wishes at this time to thank all those who 
have given of their time, money and other acts of kindness and 
assistance during the past year and we pledge, once again to do 
all that we can so that Wolfeboro is a better place in which to 
live.

PARKS AND PLAYGROUNDS 


ANNUAL REPORT 


The Wolfeboro Parks and Playgrounds Department have had 
a year that shows many improvements. 


The roadway and parking lot for the Brewster Beach Area 
was resurfaced and tarred. 


An excellent Red Cross swimming program under the lead- 
ershop of William Bentley began on July 8th with 189 children 
registered for beginners through senior life saving. 


A supervisor was at Carry Beach in the afternoon. On July 
19th a new policy for a safer beach area became effective. It was 
No Floats in the Water. It was also recommended that people 
try to improve their driving habits along the Forrest Road and 
Parking lot area. 


Once each day a count was taken at Brewster and Carry 
Beach to aid in making recommendations for improvements 
The average attendance at Brewster — 100 persons in the water 
and 70 persons on the beach. Carry — 30 persons in the water 
and 90 persons on the beach with a high count of almost 200. 
60% of the cars in the parking lot at Brewster were from out 
side of Carroll County, primarily, Massachusetts. Carry was 
primarily Carroll County cars. 


The Commissioners appreciate the cooperation of the boat 
owners and swimmers to make our swimming areas a pleasant 
place. 


The skating rink at the so-called Back Bay Park proves to 
be a popular area for about 15 weeks. From 8 to 5 in the after- 
noon about 30 youngsters enjoy skating. When a supervisor is 
present, it is not unusual to count 75 children. On weekends, 
weather permitting, one could count over 50 children using the 
area most of the time. The American Legion had a Skating 
Party and Hot Dog Roast which was enjoyed by more than 225 
young people. 


The major improvement at the Town Ski Slope was a new 
roof for the Ski Hut. This area continues to be popular for our 
young people both daily and on weekends. Over 60 fifth and 
sixth graders from Carpenter School participate in a ski pro- 
gram under the direction of the physical education department 
each Friday. The girls and Boys Ski Teams from Kingswood 
Regional High School use the slope twice each week under the 
direction of Wayne Shipman and Edward Roundy. 


At this time the Commissioners would particularly like to 
thank Mrs. James Bovaird, Linley L. Moore, and the Highway 
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De vaitment, Eric Erickson, and the Light Department and Chief 
Wentworth and the Police Department for all of their assistance 
and cooperation this past year.

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Report of the Public Health Nursing Committee 
Annual Report 


It was voted at the annual meeting in January, 1968, to hire 
if possible, a full time nurse. Further, since we wished to con- 
tinue as the public health nursing agency qualified to handle 
Medicare and Medicaid patients, we needed to amend our By-laws, 
update our personnel policies and create a set of medical policies 
for our nurse. 


One year later the Public Health Nursing Association of 
Wolfeboro & Vicinity can look with pride on our accomplish- 
ments of 1968. First, we now meet all the Federal requirements 
imposed by the Health Insurance Benefits Program. Second, 
we now have a full time nurse. 


To accomplish these two objectives many people contributed 
time, energy, advice, money and good will. A few, whose contri- 
butions were outstanding, must be named. First, Mrs. Dorothea 
Hickey, who had served the community so ably as our part time 
nurse, though declining to work full time, agreed most graciously 
to continue with us until someone could be found. Mrs. Jerry 
Thayer, Chairman of the Nursing Committee, a job she had han- 
dle: so well for many years, though wishing to resign, agreed to 
stay on long enough to find a new nurse. 


Mrs. William Willey was appointed Chairman of the Nursing 
Committee and under her leadership several committees went to 
work. The By-Laws were revised by Mrs. Joseph Bradley, Mrs. 
Robert Hopewell and the Chairman. The Nursing Personnel pol- 
icies were updated by Mrs. John Lillis and Mrs. Willey, and with 
the guidance of Dr. Donald Walsh, they set up a code of ethics 
and medical policies for the nurse which left no questions unan- 
swered. 


The By-Laws, new nursing and medical policies were approv- 
ed by the Board of Directors in June. Our new full time nurse, 
Mrs. Virginia Dolan, was introduced at this meeting. 


Mrs. Betty Ann Noyes, Nursing Consultant in the Medical 
Care Division, New Hampshire Department of Public Health in 
Concord, gave much of her time helping the Committees in their 
work and is our liaison with the Federal Government and the State 
Department of Public Health. Miss Dencie Ward also has given 
our organization a great deal of help. Their aid was greatly ap- 
preciated. 


The Nursing Committee has met monthly with Mrs. Dolan 
to assist her in any problems she may have. 


Mrs. Dolan has proved to be a very excellent nurse. She 
has gone out into the community and given her skills wherever 
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and whenever they were required. She has extended our serv- 
ices to Alton and Wakefield. She has visited new mothers to give 
advice and a helping hand. Many times she has seen situations 
which needed to be brought to the attention of other organizations 
and this she has done. She has conducted clinics and made over 
590 home visits and has attended work shops, conferences and 
courses to keep up with any changes. She has more then adopted 
our desire and policy to serve all of the people, regardless of age 
or financial condition. 


I wish to thank each and everyone foi your support of the 
Public Health Nursing Association. We have had a great year 
‘and I believe 1969 will see our organization serving our communh- 
ity in Many more ways.

The Librarian wishes to express appreciation for gifts of 
books and money from patrons and for the increasing interest 
of many people in our problems — due to lack of space for shelv- 
ing books and room for reading and study. 


In November the library sponsored free movies for children 
using films borrowed from the State Library. As these were 
successful the program will be continued, showing movies every 
other month on a Saturday morning, except during the summer 
vacation. We appreciate the assistance of Paul Hatch in our 
new venture. 


As in former years classes have been held at the library for 
fifth and sixth grade pupils. Other classes from Carpenter School 
and the kindergarten have made visits. 


We of the library staff would like to extend our book serv- 
ice to shut-ins. To anyone who would like to have us call with 
books, the date is every third Wednesday. 


We now have about seventy large type books, bought with 
federal funds and sent to us by the State Library. It is our hope 
that those who find reading ordinary print difficult will enjoy 
these books. 


Some one from the library has attended the Quarterly Coun- 
cil Meetings of the Central District, six Book Selection meetings, 
the annual meetings of the New Ham~shire Library Association 
and the New England Library Asscciation.

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LIBBY MUSEUM TRUST 


Trustees of the Libby Museum 
Wolfeboro, N H. 


Dear Sirs: 


The attendance at the Libby Museum was a little higher 
than last year. The year’s total was 6,825 in spite of the lack of 
many rainy days. Three major gifts were received this year. 
Mrs. Madeline L. Hitchcock, a granddaughter of Dr. Libby, sent 
her workmen to give the final coat in the refinishing of the 
museum’s floors. The service fund of Camp Kehonka made an- 
other donation of $100.00 for the purchase of exhibit material 
which would be of interest to children. Mr. and Mrs. Richard 
W. Kilburn, of Canton, Ohio, and Pittsburgh, Pa., gave another 
donation, this time in the amount of $150.00, for the purchase 
of more exhibit material. 


The museum acquisition program is now in full operation. 
Funded by the Camp Kehonka and Kilburn gifts have been the 
mounting of a Fisher (or fishercat), woodchuck, hornpout (or 
bull head) and skunk, all of which have been delivered. These 
exhibits had been donated to the museum. Orders have been 
rlaced with the taxidermists for a coon, mink, grey fox, red 
fox, and otter. The loan of a Canada Goose has been obtained. 
A previously mounted display of two muskrats (one an albino) 
was donated this year by Mr. and Mrs. Joseph P. Murray of 
Tuftonboro, N. H. A beautiful sailfish was donated by a friend 
of the museum. A previously mounted shad, which had been 
caught in the big lake by his father, was donated by Mr. Harry 
Hoxewell of Ossinee. The excellent collection of wild bird eggs 
of Mr. Harold S. Little, of Newburyport, Mass., was donated by 
his daughter, Mrs. John P. Jones, of Wolfeboro. The botanical 
collection of many four and five leaf clovers was given by Mrs. 
Eleanor Mudgridge of Tuftonboro, N. H. Sally Fairbanks of Mir- 
ror Lake gave exhibits of moss and bark. Mr. Derer R. Burdon 
of Norwood, Mass., brought a Robin’s nest. Mr. Todd Kruzan 
of Wolfeboro donated an old spectacle frame which had been 
found by a farmland brook in Wolfeboro. Mr. Enos L. Rova of 
Center Ossipee gave an Indian ‘trade” tomahawk which had been 
found near Lake Ossipee. The Misses Bettv Bickford and Katie 
Warner of Tuftonboro brought a butterfly. Miss Warner also 
brought a moth. Miss Sally Fairbenks of Mirror Lake and Miss 
DeDe Lawrence of Dover donated a snider. 


Other donations included a French one franc coin by Mr. 
William H. Ash of Norwood, Mass.; a 5 shilling Bank of Ja- 
maica note and a one penny coin (showing the Jamaica coat of 
arms) by Mr. Richard Fowler of Mandeville, Jamaica, W. I:; and 
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two English coins - a half crown, and a 6 pence - by Mr. B. 
Hughes of Wallasey, Cheshire, England. 


Wolfeboro Water Commissioner Russell Chase has loaned a 
display of the work of Eskimos at an air force base in Canada. 
In the display are model watercraft, clothing and samples of the 
Hudson Bay Company metal trade tokens. These trade tokens in 
denominations of “1 Beaver,” ‘5 Beaver,” etc., were given in 
exchange for beaver skins turned in by the Eskimos. The to- 
kens of course could be exchanged for items from the company 
store. Tools, clothing, etc. 


At the request of the Selectmen, the Wolfeboro Highway De- 
partment moved the old Libby watering trough from the ditch 
on Waumbec Road to a new location in the grove of trees on the 
North end of the museum where it is now on exhibition. The 
museum is now equipped with two dry-powder fire extinguishers. 
A guard railing has been installed on the south end of the museum 
to warn of the large drop in the rain splash shield. The piles of 
brush have been removed from the immediate area of the building. 


: The Wolfeboro Garden Club again provided the annual flow- 
ers planted in the terraced trays by garden club members. The 
Municipal Electric Department again donated electricity for 
lighting, and in addition sent a crew which, using the special 
ladder loaned by Kingswood Regional High School, relamped the 
fixtures on the interior of the museum. The Wolfeboro Water 
Department again donated water, and the Police Department 
checked the doors and windows. 


Again this summer several local artists loaned their works 
for exhibition at the museum. I should like to take this oppor- 
tunity to thank the Selectmen, Mis. Cole, Mrs. Jones, the Mem- 
ebrs of the Wolfeboro town departments and all the donors, 
artists and other volunteers who aided this year.

Gentlemen: 


A wide variety of topics were presented to the members of 
the Wolfeboro Historical Society during the year 1968 by the 
several outstanding speakers, from the first meeting on April 1, 
when A. Cooper Ballentine most appropriately spoke on the gen- 
ealogy and significance of April Fool’s Day, to the final meeting 
of the Season on November 4, when Dr. C. Warren Brodrick gave 
an informative review on ‘Old Cellar Holes.” During the season 
we enjoyed a lecture of ‘Colonial Lighting Devices” by Albert H. 
Dow, Jr., on ‘The Country Kitchen” by Mrs. Daniel H. Giffen, the 
Curator of the N. H. Historical Society, on “Pewter” by our own 
Miss Marie Robbins, who is a reknowned authority on this and 
many other subjects, on “Art, Old and New” by Lee Gridley, the 
Head of the Art Department of Brewster Academy and on ‘“‘Gonic 
Pottery” by Mrs. Edward Wood of North Hampton. The ‘Show 
and Tell’ program held once each season can be relied upon to 
produce many rare and valuable items long treasured by the 
members. Five of our members toured some of the famous 
houses in Portsmouth on June 28th. In late August our libra-

Report of Conservation Commission 


During the first year of the Conservation Commission’s 
existence it spent most of its time mapping town-owned prop- 
erties with the help of Selectman Noyes Moore and Representa- 
tive Leslie Chamberlain and others. Much time was also spent 
with representatives of the University of New Hampshire and 
the Soil Conservation Service. 

This year in the spring, through the generosity of Select- 
man Edward Zulauf, who supplied the boats, two different trips 
were made to Stampact Island in Lake Wentworth. On these 
trips. were the President of the Audubon Society, a representa- 
tive of the Society of the Protection of New Hampshire Forests, 
a Fish and Game Department Biologist, a member of Resources 
and Development Department from UNH and a Parks and Play- 
grounds member. The Commission set up these trips to make 
more organizations interested in maintaining Stampact Island 
in its present state of natural beauty and as a bird sanctuary. 

In the early summer the Commission met with the officers 
of the Lake Wentworth Association and had a fine understanding 
with them as to the interest of both groups in the islands and 
marshes of Lake Wentworth. 

In the summer a questionnaire on conservation was mailed 
out to residents and summer friends of the town. The Com- 
mission used a questionnaire developed by Floyd Barker of the 
University of New Hampshire with an introductory letter by 
Selectman Hubbard. The results were tabulated and showed the 
great majority were interested in keeping marshes and wild life 
habitats in their natural state. Also views were prominently 
mentioned. 

The commission held meetings with the representative of 
the 701 Town Plan. Also an evening was spent with Theodore 
Kelsey of the Soil Conservation Service. Floyd Barker of the 
University was an evening speaker and explained the Spaulding- 
Potter Trust Fund moneys that the town could match. 

A few hours were spent with the County Forester, Arthur 
G. Dodge, Jr., going over the Tutt Lot. Mr. Dodge made a rec- 
ommendation of thinning the lot in order to give the remaining 
trees more area for growth. 

A trip was made with Selectman Moore over some of the 
Town pronerties to try to establish boundaries for the map. 
The Commission met with Selectman Hubbard one evening at 
his home, going over with him the thinking of the Commission. 

The Commission has met about twice a month during the 
last year, and the members feel that they are formulating plans 
along the line of the thinking of the Selectmen and the ques- 
tionnaires, whose answers they value very highly.

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Report of the Public Works Garage Committee 


After a series of frustrations that always accompany the 
construction of a new building, the Public Works Garage was 
finally completed in March. An Open House was held on Satur- 
day, March 30; if the number of visitors was any indication, we 
regret to report that public interest in the new Town building 
was practically non-existent. 


The garage was erected by Granite State Buildings of La- 
conia, New Hampshire. It is a Mes-Tex prefabricated, insulated 
steel building, 60 feet wide by 120 feet long. The garage was 
constructed at an approximate cost of $50,000.00 not including 
water and electric fixtures or service... Both the Water and Sewer 
Department and Municipal Electric Department provided the 
labor to install their utilities with the Town reimbursing the 
Departments for only the actual cost of materials. 

The accountability was transferred from the Highway De- 
partment Garage to the Public Works Garage on April 15. An 
inventory of parts and supplies accumulated by the Highway 
Department valued at $3,027.93 was transferred to the Public 
Works Garage. Effective April 15, gasoline, lubricating oil, 
grease, and tires are purchased at the State contract prices, 
which are substantially less than the wholesale prices previously 
paid. 

Although the operation of the Public Works Garage has not 
been as productive, nor provided monetary savings to some of 
the individual departments, most of the first year bugs have 
been eliminated and it is expected that the future operation will 
prove to be an economic advantage to all Departments.

Eugene F. Lehner, Sr., was born in Roxbury, Massachusetts 
on September 4, 1903. Gene eventually settled with his family 
in Mirror Lake and later moved to Wolfeboro where he was asso- 
ciated with Hugh H. Wallace in the hardware business. 

Later he operated his own hardware store in the Goodwin 
Block and conducted this business until it was burned out in 1958. 
He then reopened his store in the building owned by Mr. Stock- 
bridge on South Main Street, which business he operated until 
his death on January 29, 1969. 

During his life in Wolfeboro, Gene was an enthusiastic sup- 
porter of our Fire Department. On September 1, 1942 he became 
a volunteer member of Hose Company No. 2 where he served 
with loyalty until March of 1957. In that same year he was 
elected Fire Commissioner, holding that post until the unfortu- 
nate accident which caused his death. 

Uppermost in Gene’s mind was the constant betterment of 
the Fire Department. One of his chief aims was the procurement 
of new quarters in which to house men and apparatus — a dream 
never fulfilled. 

It is with extreme sadness that we record the foregoing 
events. With his passing the Town has lost a true friend and 
loyal supporter of the Fire Services. 
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Fire Commissioner’s Report 


The year of 1968 gave the Department a feeling both of 
satisfaction as well as frustration. 


The satisfaction came with the delivery, testing, acceptance 
and housing of our new piece of apparatus, Engine No. 1, in 
January, 1969. With its purchase, the Department has followed 
through with its program of orderly replacement of equipment 
out-dated by Underwriters Standards. 


Our frustration has been caused by our inability to find a 
suitable location for a new Fire Station which would be acceptable 
to the Citizens of our Town as well as the Board of Underwriters. 
We do have a location in view at the present time but will not be 
sure of its availability until early summer, 1969. 


We would like to pass a problem along to a possible group of 
citizens that might be interested in housing and preserving the 
five pieces of antique fire equipment which are now stored in 
three different parts of the Town. Three of these pieces are now 
housed where they are subject to vandalism. 


There are those who would be most anxious to purchase this 
equipment, but it is our opinion that these are part of Wolfeboro 
history and could be the nucleus of an Antique Museum on the 
grounds of the Clarke House. It has been suggested that this 
building could also house old farm equipment and associated 
items. Let us not destroy what to future generations would be an 
inhcritarce

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Chief Engineer’s Report 


To the Board of Fire Commissioners and the Inhabitants of 
the Town of Wolfeboro: 


I herewith submit my reports for the year ending December 
31, 1968. 


The Department answered 97 Alarms for the year of which 
82 were Still Alarms, 4 Engineer calls, 1 Brush Fire and 10 Box 
Alarms. There were 53 Structural Fires, 10 Automobile Fires, 10 
Grass Fires, 2 Brush Fires, 3 False Alarms, 4 Smoke Scares, 4 
Mutual Aid calls, 8 Resuscitator and Rescue Calls, and 3 Dump 
Fires. In addition to the above the Department received numerous 
calls for sighting or smelling smoke, these calls were checked out 
and cleared by the Men on duty at the Fire Station. 


In answering the calls the Department traveled 375 miles, 
gave 440 Man hours of service, used 2,850 feet of 114” Hose, 
350 feet of 214” Hose, 2,750 Feet of Booster Hose, raised 310 feet 
of Ladders and used 34 lbs. of Dry Chemical. 


The estimated value of the property where there was over 
$50.00 damage was $225,000.00, the estimatd loss was $63,630.00, 
the Insurance coverage was $190,000.00, and the amount paid for 
damage was $438,292.26. The estimated value of contents was 
$26,900.00, estimated loss was $7,120.00, insurance carried 
$22,700.00, insurance paid for contents loss was $8,162.46.

~ Members of the department held Fire evacuation drills 
in all Public Schools and the Dormitories at Brewster Academy. 
The Department with the help of the Hospital Staff conducted 
Fire Drills at Huggins Hospital. The Department completed in- 
spection of 18 Power Oil Burner installations and inspected Ex- 
tingushers and Emergency lights in all Public Buildings. 


Nine men attended the state Fire School at Fitzwilliams, 
8 ~-en attended the Lakes Region Fire School at Gilford, 
N. H., 3 men attended the State Instructors Course at Gilford,

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Report of the Forest Fire Warden 


People cause fires. Our records show that the number of fires 
increase in an area as the population increases and our state is 
growing tremendously. This means that we all must be aware of 
fire causes and do our best to prevent their occurence. 


When we are very young the lighted match is an adventure, 
burnt fingers and a dropped match is another fire. A little older we 
like to have a woodland cookout, or go out by ourselves for a smoke 
but fire and forests get together for another statistic. We adults 
like to clean up in the spring, burn the old debris and the dead 
grass, result—escaped fires and much personal expense. 


With new homes and summer cottages located in woodlands 
and with abandoned fields and forests crowding the back yard of 
our villages’ streets, it is necessary that everyone be aware all 
through the fire season, which comes with the disappearance of 
the snow, of the need to be careful with outdoor fires and fire 
sources. 


The following action will help: | 

1. To teach our children the danger of lighted matches. 

2. To never discard lighted smoking material from a car or 
while walking through fields or woods. 

3. To safely dispose of rubbish preferably at the town dump. 


If you must burn— 

a. You need a written permit from the town fire warden 
for all debris burning except when the ground is 
covered with snow. Cooking fires in outdoor fire- 
places or in charcoal brasiers in your own back yard 
is permitted on notification of the warden. 

b. The warden is forbidden by regulation to allow burn- 
ing of household rubbish or grass by householders 
between 9:00 A. M. and 5:00 P. M. 

ec. Have equipment on hand to control the fire before 
you light the match. 

4. Promptly report any fire out of control to your fire 
warden or fire department. 


Help to keep our town out of the fire occurrence column and 
save your tax dollars for useful purposes.

For the Year ending December 31, 1968 
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REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONERS 
OF THE MUNICIPAL ELECTRIC DEPARTMENT 


During 1968 the Department purchased 14,723,000 KWH 
and generated 1,513,300 KWH. Sales of electric energy amounted 
to 14,274,980 KWH, an increase of 7.88% over 1967. The peak 
load for the year was 4,200 on January 8. As a matter of inter- 
est, and to show the growth of the Department, the peak load 
10 years ago was 2,050 KW on August 24, 1959. 


The power picture for 1969 and 1970 is not as good as the 
advertisements would have you believe due to numerous compli- 
cations, i. e., breakdowns, delivery delays, and rescheduling of 
completion dates for new units. Although there was no major 
blackout during the year, the malfunction of a major unit during 
peak periods, such as the experience during the extreme cold 
weather of January 7, 8, and 9 would have had catastrophic effects 
on New England and would have caused some anxiety in this 
Department. 


The uncertainty of the future power picture and the fact that 
New Englanders pay the highest rates for electric service (138.4% 
above U.S. aveiage) gives some credence to a Government power 
project such as the proposed Dickey-Lincoln Project in Northern 
Maine. New England is the only section of the Country without 
some Federal power project to act aS a yardstick which would 
stimulate competition and thus lower rates. 


As outlined in the 1967 report provisions for an addition to 
the present substation is being studied. The preliminary en- 
gineering study indicates that an additional 3,750 KVA trans- 
former should be installed and ready for use by the peak season 
of 1970. Although there is no article in the 1969 budget covering 
this expenditure the Budget Committee has been advised of the 
anticipated expenditure in 1970 and has indicated their favorable 
reception to the planning. It is anticipated that a formal article 
us cover the cost of the addition will be included in the 1970 

Parrant: 


In accordance with the acceptance of Article 17 of the 1968 
Warrant a McCabe Powers line construction body with corner 
mounted derrick with digger was ordered in March for installa- 
tion on 2 27,500 GVW Chevrolet Chassis. Due to unforseen 
delays the completed unit was not delivered in September as 
planned but was received January 6. 1°69. 


Effective January 1, 1969 the Department will take over all 
maintenance of polls. Prior to January 1 the maintenance of 
poles was equally divided between the New England Telephone 
Co. and this Department. Effective the same date is a revision 
in the cost of setting poles to reflect more accurately the actual 
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cost to the Department. This is the first major revision in the 
contract since 1953. 


Every effort is made to maintain continuous service to our 
customers but conditions beyond our control may cause a service 
interruption. The cooperation of our customers in reporting 
loss of service will greatly assist the repair crews in locating 
the trouble and will expedite the repair. If the service interrup- 
tion is not caused by a fuse failure the customer should call the 
Department and report the outage. It is requested that the 
customer call even though he assumes that the outage has been 
reported by someone else. Loss of service, burned out street 
lights; as well as limbs on wires, flashes in trees and other 
unusual conditions should also be reported by contacting the 
Department by telephone at 569-2264 or 569-1115. 


By means of this report the Department conveys its thanks 
and appreciation for the assistance and cooperation received 
from all the other Town Departments.
